Bank of America Corp. is scrapping 
its plan to charge a $5 monthly fee for 
debit card purchases after outraged 
customers threatened an exodus. 

The about-face comes as cus- 
tomers across the country peti- 
tioned the bank and mobilized 
to close their accounts in favor 
of credit unions and community 
banks. The outcry prompted other 
major banks, including JPMor- 
gan Chase & Co. and Wells Fargo 
& Co., to cancel trial tests of their 
own debit card fees. 

Bank of America reversed 
course after listening to an outcry 
from its customers. Anne Pace, a 
spokeswoman for Bank of Amer- 
ica, declined to say whether there 
was a spike in account closures 
after the September announce- 
ment that it would start charging 
the fee early next year. 

The industry-wide retreat on the 
debit card fee is a rare victory for

Fees Elsewhere 

The high-profile retreat by Bank 
of America could signal thatthe 
specter of a debit card fee has 
been extinguished for the time 
being. But it doesn’t mean cus- 
tomers won’t continue to see 
higher fees elsewhere. This 
past spring, the bank raised its 
monthly fee on its basic check- 
ing account to $12, from $8.95. 

The bank is also testing check- 
ing accounts with monthly fees 
ranging from $6 to $25 in select 
states. In September, the bank 
instituted a $5 fee to replace 
debit cards, with overnight rush 
delivery costing $20.

Attorney says client’s 
eonfidentiality vow 
prevents speaking out 

Washington 

One of the women who accused 
GOP presidential candidate Her- 
man Cain of sexual harassment 
wants to tell her side of the story 
but is barred by a confidentiality 
agreement, her attorney in Wash- 
ington said Tuesday. 

Lawyer Joel P. Bennett called on 
the National Restaurant Associa- 
tion, where the woman and Cain 
worked in the late 1990s, to release 
the woman from her written prom- 
ise not to talk about the allegations 
or disparage the trade group. 

“It is just frustrating that Her- 
man Cain is going around bad- 
mouthing the two complainants, 
and my client is blocked by a con- 
fidentiality agreement,” Bennett 
said. “The National Restaurant 


Association ought to release them 
and allow them to respond.” 

Bennett represents one of the 
two women, who attended an Ivy 
League school and now works for 
the federal government. She has 
avoided the limelight since the alle- 
gations were aired, and she is stay- 
ing with relatives while the media 
stake out her home in suburban 
Maryland, Bennett said. 

If she is released from the con- 
fidentiality ban, “then it is whole 
new ballgame,” Bennett said. 


“If we didn’t have a written set- 
tlement agreement that says con- 
fidential and no disparagement, 
I think she’d be very comfortable 
coming forward,” the attorney told 
The Washington Post on Tuesday. 
“Not because she would be so hell- 
bent on doing something to Her- 
man Cain — I don’t know that.”

Scientists Warn 
Of Weather Woes 


Global warming may 
cause more floods, 
hot temps, experts say 

Washington 

For a world already weary of weath- 
er catastrophes, the latest warning 
from top climate scientists paints a 
grim future: more floods, more heat 
waves, more droughts and greater 
costs to deal with them. 

A draft of a report from the 
Nobel Prize-winning Intergovern- 
mental Panel on Climate Change 
says the extremes caused by global 
warming could eventually grow so 
severe that some locations become 
“increasingly marginal as plac- 
es to live.” 

The final version of the report 
will be issued in a few weeks and 
says there is at least a 2-in-3 prob- 
ability that climate extremes have 
already worsened because of man- 
made greenhouse gases. 


Meanwhile ••• 

The recent pre-Halloween snow- 
storm that left 1.7 million without 
power and crippled parts of the 
Northeast last weekend cannot 
be blamed on climate change and 
probably isn’t the type of storm that 
will increase with global warming, 
according to four meteorologists 
and climate scientists. Experts 
have focused more closely on the 
increasing number of super-heavy 
rainstorms, not snow, NASA climate 
scientist Gavin Schmidt said. (AP) 


The report does say scientists 
are “virtually certain” — 99 per- 
cent — that the world will have 
more extreme spells of heat and 
fewer of cold. Scientists expect hur- 
ricanes and other tropical cyclones 
to have stronger winds. An even 
bigger problem will be the number 
of people who live in harm’s way.

Greece Threatens Eurozone Plan 


Vote could magnify 
Europe’s debt crisis, 
renewing recession 

Athens, Greece 

It took only a few words from 
Greece’s prime minister to upend 
Europe’s efforts to convince the 
world that its grand plan to save 
the euro would mark a turning 
point in the continent’s debt cri- 
sis and keep it from hurting the 
global economy. 

The chaos generated by George 
Papandreou’s proposal on Monday 
to put Greece’s participation in the 
deal to a referendum exposed the 
fragility of the European plan and 
the markets’ lack of confidence. 

Atop European official warned 
Athens could be left to go bankrupt 
if it went through with the vote, and 
experts said the broader eurozone 
deal could collapse. 

Ultimately, Greece could leave 
the euro union, causing massive 
financial havoc and returning the 
global economy to a recession. 

That prospect could be enough 
to keep the referendum from hap- 
pening: Papandreou’s govern- 
ment could collapse before it goes 
through. The Cabinet met in an 
emergency session Wednesday. 

The referendum proposal piled 



If Greece defaults, its banks will 
likely collapse because they hold 
large amounts of government 
bonds. They would probably 
need to be taken over by the 
government. Unable to borrow, 
Greece would have to immediately 
balance its budget by making 
even more drastic cuts. 

At that point it might face a 
decision to leave the euro, which 
would let it devalue a reinstated 
drachma by about 50 percent and 

more pressure on an already creak- 
ing deal facing market scrutiny. 

European leaders agreed last 
Thursday on $136 billion in new 
bailout loans for Greece to accom- 
pany a 50 percent debt writeoff on 
the debt owed to its private cred- 
itors. The broader plan will also 
push European banks to strength- 


improve export competitiveness. 
If Athens runs out of money, 
markets would also plunge, and 
borrowing costs would rise for 
other European governments, 
companies and households, 
worsening their finances, on fears 
they will default, too.

Damage wouldn’t be limited 
to Europe, either— banks and 
financialfirms around the world 
would suffer, too.

Eager Palestinians Mull U.N. Bids 


Agency membership 
is spurring similar 
efforts, officials say 

Geneva 

Emboldened by their admission to 
the U.N.’s cultural agency, the Pal- 
estinians plan to seek membership 
in other international bodies in 
their campaign for statehood. 

They also are eyeing a parallel 
and contradictory track: Having 
lost hope in peace talks with Isra- 
el, the Palestinians are threatening 
to dismantle their government in 
the West Bank, which would con- 
front Israel with the uncomfort- 
able prospect of ruling millions 
of Palestinians. 

For now, though, the focus is on 
the U.N. Elated by UNESCO’s deci- 
sion Monday to grant them mem- 
bership, Palestinian officials said 
Tuesday that they wanted to capi- 
talize on the momentum. 


Israeli Response 

Israel announced late Tuesday 
that it has ordered accelerated con- 
struction in East Jerusalem and 
nearby West Bank settlements.

Offers to Mediate 

Comments signal 
Afghan militants are 
willing to talk peace 

Akora Khattak, Pakistan 

At the hard-line Islamic school that 
spawned a generation of Afghan 
Taliban leaders, the top cleric 
still lectures his students to go to 
Afghanistan to fight Americans. 

But he says he’s willing to help 
bring insurgents to peace talks. 

The offer by the influential 
“father of the Taliban” raises hope 
for U.S. attempts 
to negotiate an 
end to the 10 -year 
war, not neces- 
sarily because he 
will be a mediator, 
but more because 
it is a sign that 
there is a willing- 
ness among the Taliban and their 
allies to talk. 

“There must be some way out,” 

Maulana Sami-ul-Haq told The 
Associated Press. “A way out that 
can also give America a respect- 
able exit. Bloodletting is not a 
solution.” 

America’s public commitment 
to peace talks is stronger then ever 
as it works to bring the bulk of its 
troops home from Afghanistan by 
2014. It has called on Pakistan to 
bring insurgents into the process, 
but there has been little progress. 

U.S. officials believe greater mil- 
itary pressure against the insur-

Backstory 

The Taliban's public line is that 
they will not talk so long as U.S. 
troops remain in Afghanistan. But 
representatives are known to have 
had exploratory talks with the U.S. 
— including a commander in the 
Haqqani network. The Haqqanis and 
other insurgent leaders are widely 
believed to be based in Pakistan and 
have connections with the security 
forces dating back 20 years. That 
means Pakistan has a potentially 
key role in any peace process, some- 
thing it uses as leverage in its trou- 
bled ties with Washington, (ap) 


gents is needed. 

Haq, in his 70s, is respected 
among militants on both sides of 
the Afghan-Pakistani border. His 
school, Darul Uloom Haqqania, 
counts among its graduates the 
head of the Taliban, Mullah Omar, 
as well as leaders in the Haqqani 
network, the militant group based 
in the Pakistan border region. 

Haq told the AP that he and 
other Taliban supporters are deeply 
suspicious of the peace process. 

Haq said the government or the 
army had not asked him to mediate, 
but that he would do so if asked. 

“They will listen to me,” he said 
of insurgent groups. “But Ameri- 
ca has to come clean that it will 
not deceive the Taliban. The Tal- 
iban are very clever people. They 
understand all these deceptions.”

Washington 

The first victim on a violent Monday night was a 
l6-year-old who was walking down Florida Ave- 
nue NE at 8:15 p.m. when, he told police, some- 
one in a ski mask hopped out of a green SUV and 
fired a single shot. 

Over the next few hours, four more teens 
were shot, including a 17-year-old on M Street in 
Georgetown at the height of one of the city’s larg- 
est Halloween celebrations. None of the shoot- 
ings was fatal. 

Police would also break up a brawl at the Foggy 
Bottom Metro station. Then, in the early morn- 
ing hours, a 44-year-old man in the 4200 block of 
Barnaby Road SE heard gunshots, started to run 
and was hit in the leg. 

One night, six gunshot victims in varied sections 
of the city. Police say there was no pattern to the 
violence. The victims were shot in Petworth and 
Trinidad, two up-and-coming neighborhoods; in 
Georgetown, one of the city’s wealthiest sections; 
and in Washington Highlands, in Southeast near 
the Maryland border, one of the poorest. 


“In the 21 years that I’ve been [in the District], 
October is always one of our more challenging 
months,” said Police Chief Cathy L. Lanier. 

But, the chief said, Monday night’s shootings 
were not part of a trend. Violent crime in 2011, she 
said, is down compared with last year: Homicides, 
at 95, are down from 110 at this time last year, and

there have been 418 assaults with a dangerous 
weapon this year, compared with 510 last year. 

So far police have made just one arrest: a 
24-year-old man they say was chased down and 
arrested near the scene of the Georgetown shoot- 
ing. He was charged with carrying a pistol with- 
out a license. But police would not say wheth- 
er he was involved in the shooting. The victim, 
who was apparently shot in the head, was in crit- 
ical condition. 

As she often does on nights when lots of peo-

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cers on the streets. The night started out relatively 
quietly, she said, with crowds at some traditional- 
ly popular Halloween gathering places — U Street 
NW, Adams Morgan, Chinatown and even George- 
town — smaller than expected. 

Then, as young trick-or-treaters headed home, 
police dispatchers started what would be a busy night 
that may yield insight into a larger issue across the 
city. In October, violent crime was up from the year 
before, and at a press conference on Tuesday, Lanier 
and Mayor Vincent C. Gray, a Democrat, attempt- 
ed to explain how a night of revelry could turn so 
violent in so many sections of the city. 

“Last night, with all these shootings that 
occurred, [is] a symptom of the bigger problem,” 
Lanier said Tuesday. That problem, according to 
the chief, is an “uptick” in the number of guns 
flowing into the city. 

Council member Jack Evans, D-Ward 2, said 
there is an usually increased police presence in 
Georgetown for Halloween, which has worked 
well over the last 10 years. 

“This is the first time we had any real bad inci- 
dents,” Evans said. 

Franklin Ramirez, the manager of Don Lobo’s 
Mexican Grill, said the Georgetown restaurant was 
closed and he was waiting at a table near the front 
window for a friend; they planned to walk around 
the neighborhood. Ramirez said he walked to the 
back to go to the bathroom. 

“Then I heard three shots,” he said. Stunned, he 
walked back out into the restaurant and, through 
the window, saw people scattering. A group stood 
over a young man who was on the ground and 
bleeding from the head, Ramirez said. 

Police recovered a shell casing that came through 
the window of the restaurant’s front door. 

“This was a night where everybody comes out 
to have fun and enjoy themselves and for this thing 
to happen,” he said. “I want to know why someone

Curbside buses more 
Likely to be in fatal 
accidents, NTSB says 

Washington 

The proliferation of intercity bus 
companies that pick up their pas- 
sengers curbside has correspond- 
ed with an increase in bus acci- 
dents and fatalities, the National 
Transportation Safety Board said 
in a report released Monday. 

Curbside bus companies are 
more than five times more likely to 
be involved in fatal accidents than 
conventional intercity bus service 
companies, and newcomers to the 
business that operate 10 or fewer 
buses are more likely to be in acci- 
dents, the NTSB said. 

Overall, however, the feder- 
al safety agency concluded that 
intercity buses rarely crash and 
are a safer way to travel than pas- 
senger vehicles. The NTSB studied 
the performance of 122 bus com- 
panies, at least 71 of which provide 
curbside service. 


Backstory 

The NTSB report came at the request 
of two Democratic members of Con- 
gress from New York, Sen. Charles E. 
Schumer and Rep. Nydia Velazquez, 
after a curbside bus headed for New 
York from Connecticut ran off a high- 
way and split open in March, killing 
15 people and injuring 18 others in the 
Bronx. Two months later, another 
bus crashed on Interstate 95 in Vir- 
ginia, killing four people and injuring 
54. The company that operated that 
bus, which reportedly had been cited 
for driver fatigue 46 times in the two 
previous years, was ordered shut 
down. But authorities said it resumed 
operation undertwo different names 
within days. (TWP) 


“Motor coach safety, includ- 
ing curbside motor coach safe- 
ty, is strongly influenced by the 
management of the carriers that 
own these vehicles and the driv- 
ers that operate them,” the NTSB 
concluded. 

Sudden growth in the number 


of intercity buses operating since 
2005, many of them curbside oper- 
ators rather than those based at 
bus terminals, has put more buses 
on the road than state and federal 
inspectors can handle. 

The report said there are 2,327 
safety inspectors who are responsi- 
ble for 53,097 buses. Just 878 state 
and local inspectors are qualified 
to perform full compliance reviews, 
which take a week or two. 

The NTSB said that between 
April 2009 and March 2011, 8 per- 
cent of curbside carriers, 12 percent 
of conventional carriers and 37 per- 
cent of nonscheduled other carriers 
did not have inspections. 

“Motorcoach safety is on the 
NTSB’s Most Wanted List because 
of the potential for high-conse- 
quence accidents like we saw in 
the Bronx [see box],” said NTSB 
Chairman Deborah A.P. Hersman. 
“It’s time to recognize that tradi- 
tional transportation services have 
morphed into new business mod- 
els that challenge existing regu-

Airport Unveils Reagan Statue

The 18 million passengers who 
travel in and out of the nation’s 
capital through Reagan Nation- 
al Airport each year will now be 
greeted by a 9-foot tall, nearly 
$1 million bronze statue of the for- 
mer president that was unveiled 
Tuesday. 

The statue is the fourth dedi- 
cated this year to commemorate 
the 100th anniversary of Reagan’s 
birth by the Ronald Reagan Pres- 
idential Foundation, which oper- 
ates his presidential library. 

The bronze statue cost about

$900,000 and was paid for with 
money raised through private 
donors by Reagan’s foundation. 
Located outside the airport’s Ter- 
minal A, it depicts Reagan with his 
hands at his side and his gaze fixed 
slightly off in the distance. 

Officials said the statue is nine 
feet tall, but it appeared to be even 
taller. Former Transportation Sec- 
retary Elizabeth Dole came up only 
to the statue’s hip when she posed 
for photographs beside it. 

The Metropolitan Washing- 
ton Airports Authority also spent 
about $80,000 on site prepara- 
tions. (AP)

One of the cool things about 
George Washington University is 
that intramural sports are played 
on the National Mall — right in 
the shadows of some of America’s 
great monuments. 

But, really, there’s no choice. The 
university is shoehorned into city 
blocks between the White House 
and the Potomac River, so there’s 
no room to just run outside and play 
without heading to the expanse of 
green over at the Washington Mon- 
ument or Lincoln Memorial. 

“The bad news is we don’t have 
an intramural field; the good news 
is we have this great field,” athlet- 
ic director Patrick Nero said. “It’s 
a selling point.” 

Don’t know much else about 
GW? Nero and men’s basket- 
ball coach Mike Lonergan want 
to change that. Both hired in the 
spring, they are charged with mak- 
ing the Colonials competitive and 
relevant both in the nation’s capital 
and across the country. They have 
a full range of ideas, many of them 
contained in a 1,200-page report 
put together by a committee. 

“For us, right now, it’s more 
about raising our profile,” said 
Nero. “We all have a vision of where 
GW basketball wants to go.” 

And where is that? 

“I want our program to be in the 
top third of the Atlantic 10 eventu- 
ally,” Nero said. “We want to com-

To that end, Nero is beefing up 
the schedule. GW had one of the 
weakest nonconference slates in the 
A-10 last season; this year it’s one 
of the toughest. Last year, the Colo- 
nials were on television so rarely 
that even a basketball junkie like 
Lonergan, who was coaching at 
Vermont, had trouble finding them. 
This year, Nero expects that 12 to 
15 games will be televised. 

Nero is also hiring a staff of five 
people devoted to fundraising and 
plans to increase scholarships. He 
also hired Lonergan, born and bred 
in the D.C. area and winner of the 
Division III national title at Cath- 
olic University in 2001. Lonergan 
also did well in Vermont — 126- 
68 since 2005 — but it was one of 
his dream jobs to come home and 
coach at GW. 

“All jobs are tough jobs,” Loner- 
gan said. “And I think it’s recruit- 
ing that’s going to be tough at 
first. We’re going to have to prob- 
ably think out of the box a little 
bit because locally, we’re not as 
respected as we were here five, 10 
years ago.”

Shanahan confronts

The Redskins 

The Redskins have been through 
this movie before. Putting Mike 
Shanahan in the director’s chair 
has yet to change the script much 
at all. 

For the 12th-consecutive season, 
the Redskins have a three-game 
losing streak.

""It would be easier to accept if 
guys weren’t showing up, and com- 
ing in late, staying out past cur- 
few,” Alexander said. ""If guys were 
doing that, you could say, "Oh, this 


is why we’re not winning.’ It’s kind 
of hard when you’re actually doing 
all the little things right, and it ain’t 
showing up on Sundays.” 

There were heated words on the 
sideline against the Bills when line- 
backer London Fletcher erupted at 
safety LaRon Landry for blowing 
the coverage on a touchdown pass.

Album Review 

It’s already been called the worst 
album of all time, this unholy union 
of Lou Reed and Metallica, the mul- 
tiheaded hydra of unpleasantness 
known colloquially, though not 
fondly, as Loutallica.

Book Review 

First, the bad news: If you’re expect- 
ing Stephen King to provide an 
alternate history of what Ameri- 
ca would have been like had John 
F. Kennedy not been assassinated, 
put those expectations aside. 

Not until 800 pages have gone 
by in “11/22/63” does King offer up 
an account of the world as it might 
have been, and even then it has a 
cursory, “I’m doing this because I 
have to” feel to it. 

Now, the good news. That’s 
not what King is aiming at. Here 
he offers a tale richly layered with 
the pleasures we’ve come to expect: 
characters of good heart and wound- 
ed lives, whose adventures into the 
fantastic are made plausible because 
they are anchored in reality, in the 
conversations and sense of place 
that take us into the story. 

The suspension of disbelief 
required here happens almost 
before the book begins. In this case, 
it begins in a diner whose propri- 
etor, A1 Templeton, summons Jake 
Epping for an urgent meeting. 
Somehow, overnight, A1 has aged 
years and contracted a fatal illness. 
But it hasn’t really happened over- 
night; in fact, he has been gone more 
than four years and has traveled 
through a time portal that connects

the present to Sept. 9, 1958. 

AI, who began with the goal of 
buying hamburger meat at 50-year- 
old prices, had taken on a different 
task before illness sent him back to 
the present: trying to prevent the 
murder of Kennedy. 

Jake takes Al’s place, and back 
he goes to a world where everyone 
smokes, where the food is tastier and 
where the gunshots that changed 
America are still five years away. 

But Jake quickly discovers signs 
that the past is asserting itself 
against the threat of change. 

When at last Jake races through 
the streets of Dallas on Nov. 22, 
King’s storytelling skills kick into 
overdrive. There are echoes of a hun- 
dred chase movies, but in this case 
the nemesis is the past itself, hurling 
obstacle after obstacle in the path of 
a man trying to avert the killing he 
knows is minutes away, jeff green-

A new surcharge 
for air traffic control 
services could mean 
higher passenger fees 

Air Travel 

Rochelle Peachey is no stranger 
to high taxes and fees on airline 
tickets. A frequent flier between 
Miami and London, she routinely 
sees government charges that dou- 
ble the price of her ticket. 

Not when she flies domestical- 
ly, though. Here, taxes add about 
20 percent to the cost of a fare. 

But all that might 
be about to change. 
The Obama adminis- 
tration’s deficit-reduc- 
tion plan includes a 
new mandatory $100 
surcharge per flight 
for air traffic control 
services, which airlines would pay 
directly to the Federal Aviation 
Administration. The fee, however, 
would almost certainly be passed 
along to customers. The plan also 
raises the passenger security tax 
from $2.50 to $5 per nonstop flight, 
and eventually to $7.50. 

A recent letter to the speaker 
of the House, the Senate majori- 
ty leader and the co-chairmen of 



the Joint Select Committee on Def- 
icit Reduction signed by 116 mem- 
bers of Congress expresses “strong 
opposition” to the proposal. 

The airline industry is unhap- 
py, too — to put it mildly. In a cam- 
paign that includes newspaper ads 
and a website (Stopairtaxnow.com), 
it’s trying to prevent the proposal 
from taking off 

“Aviation is already taxed at a 
higher rate than alcohol, beer, cig- 


arettes and firearms — products 
taxed at high rates to discourage 
use,” says Steve Lott, a spokesman 
for the Air Transport Association, 
an industry trade group. “In short, 
the administration is proposing a 
huge new tax on the least profitable 
and most highly taxed industry in 
the economy, while all its compet- 
itors are left untouched.” 

But no one will be hit harder 
than passengers, experts say.
